WILL PAY THE STATE.

County Judge Mays Thinks This the
Proper Thing.

The county judges 6f the different
counties of the etate met, or were repre-
sented, in Portland receatly, and many
of them are of the opinion that the
state’s proportion of waxes should not be
paid over to the etate tremsurer, but
should be used in paying off county in-
debtness, thus stopping interest, This
echeme might work were it certain that
there would be no extra session of the
legislature.

In conversation with Judge Mays this
morning, he took the view that the duty
of the county is plain, that ie, it must
turn over the money as required by law;
that the action of the legislatuore is not
sufficient to justify a state of lawlessness
on the part of everybody else. “Sup-
voee,”” said be, ‘“‘we shonld use the
state’s portion of the taxes to pay off
coonty indebtedness, and that after this
was done a special session should be‘
called and the state demand its money.
What would we do? The money being
expended, could not be pald over."”
